In  publishing  a  complete  catalogue  of  the  Wurlitzer  Collection  of  Rare  Old  Bows,  as  a  Supple- 
ment to  Part  I  and  Part  II  of  our  catalogue  of  Rare  Violins,  Violas  and  Violoncellos,  we  have  been 
actuated  by  the  increasing  interest  which  the  public  shows  in  Bows  by  celebrated  makers  of  the 
Nineteenth  Century — an  interest  which  indicates  that  the  Bow,  that  fundamental  requisite  of 
successful  Violin  playing,  has,  in  the  minds  of  instrumentalists  generally,  achieved  an  importance 
equal  to  that  of  the  instrument  itself. 

To  the  layman,  a  Bow  is  "most  any  kind  of  a  Bow,"  but  every  experienced  Violin  player  has 
learned  that  without  a  good  Bow,  he  is  handicapped  both  as  to  Bow  technique  and  volume  and 
quality  of  the  tone  he  extracts  from  his  instrument. 

In  addition  to  their  superior  playing  qualities,  the  Bows  of  Tourte,  Peccatte,  Voirin,  Kittel  and 
other  masters  have  a  charm  all  their  own  as  works  of  art,  and  their  chef-d'oeuvres  are  fit  to  rank 
with  the  prized  masterpieces  of  a  Cellini  or  a  Duerer.  Due  to  this  fact  choice  examples  are  eagerly 
sought  by  violinists  and  collectors  the  world  over,  the  result  being  an  increasing  rarity.  These 
Bows  were  not  the  output  of  mass-production,  but  represent  the  inspirational  efforts  of  the  greatest 
Bowmakers  who  ever  lived,  who,  in  their  way,  are  as  important  as  Stradivari,  Guarneri  or  Amati  as 
makers  of  Violins. 

By  observation  and  the  opportunity  of  seeing  fine  Bows,  the  eye  gradually  distinguishes  the 
individual  style  which  each  maker's  work  possesses,  for  the  reason  that  his  manner  of  shaping  the 
head,  the  stick  and  making  his  frogs,  discloses  his  identity  as  perfectly  as  the  scroll  or  soundholes 
of  a  Violin  indicate  the  hand  by  which  they  were  fashioned. 

Each  Bow  has  its  own  individual  tone  quality  which  it  draws  from  the  instrument  and  this  is 
particularly  true  of  the  Bows  by  Francois  Tourte  and,  due  to  this  fact,  a  Bow  by  one  of  the  great 
makers  possesses  a  practical  value  to  the  player  equivalent  to  that  of  his  Violin. 

Diversity  of  opinion  as  to  the  relative  playing  merit  of  Bows  will  always  exist,  for  the  reason 
that  what  suits  one  hand  and  arm,  will  not  satisfy  another  equally  well.  It  is  here  that  the 
practical  value  of  the  Wurlitzer  Collection  to  anyone  seeking  a  first-class  Bow,  becomes  apparent, 
because  of  the  selection  it  offers,  for  it  is  safe  to  assert  that  any  bow-arm  or  wrist  can  be  suited 
both  in  quality  and  price,  from  among  the  Bows  described  in  this  catalogue. 

Our  experts  have  used  the  greatest  discrimination  in  the  selection,  over  a  period  of  years,  of 
the  Bows  of  this  Collection,  and  great  care  has  always  been  exercised  to  the  end  that  each  Bow 
should  have  a  distinct  and  well  defined,  good  playing  quality.

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THE  TOURTES 

The  influence  of  the  Tourte  family  in  the  development  of  the  bow  was  profound. 

The  father,  known  as  Tourte  Le  Pere,  who  worked  in  Paris  about  1740-1775  originated  the 
idea  which  resulted  in  the  evolution  of  the  bow-stick  from  the  convex  or  arched  shape  with  fixed 
nut,  as  used  by  Tartini  1692-1770  and  earlier  players,  into  its  present  form. 

The  invention  of  the  sliding  frog  and  screw  is  also  ascribed  to  him.  The  result  of  his  experiments, 
destined  to  vitalize  violin  playing  for  all  time,  brought  fruition  in  the  work  of  his  son  Xavier  and 
their  fullest  exposition  in  those  incomparable  masterpieces  of  his  younger  son,  Francois.

Paris,  1747-1835 


As  Stradivari  evolved  the  ideal  form  of  the  violin  and  brought  it  to  the  highest  degree  of 
perfection  in  workmanship  and  finish,  so  this  great  French  bow-maker,  Francois  Tourte,  brought 
the  violin  bow  to  the  form,  universally  accepted  for  over  a  hundred  years  as  perfection  itself  in 
respect  to  playing  quality,  ease  of  control,  beauty  of  line  and  finished  workmanship.  He  idealized 
the  head  by  imparting  to  it  a  suggestion  of  masculine  strength  and  beauty.  There  have  been  many 
other  great  makers  since  his  time,  chiefly  his  pupils  and  followers,  who,  with  the  example  of  their 
great  master  as  their  ideal,  have  vainly  striven  to  give  their  work  the  inexplicable  elegance  of  form 
and  charm  so  characteristic  of  Tourte.  The  secret  of  the  tone  of  Tourte's  bows  they  have  endeav- 
oured to  unlock  and  to  reproduce  in  their  own  work,  yet  with  but  partial  success.  Modern  makers, 
with  every  advantage  of  research,  improved  tools  and  equipment,  have  copied  Tourte's  bows  very 
closely,  but  have  not  succeeded  in  imparting  to  their  work  anything  more  than  a  fractional  part 
of  the  grace  and  artistry  found  in  Tourte's  work.  Unquestionably,  no  bow  made,  either  before  or 
since  his  time,  is  capable  of  producing  the  richness  of  tone  quality  which  a  Tourte  bow  imparts 
to  the  instrument  and,  conseauently,  where  the  weight  and  balance  of  a  Tourte  fits  a  player's  hand 
and  style  of  playing,  that  player  possesses  an  advantage  of  the  greatest  value,  since  he  is  able  to 
draw  from  his  instrument  an  appealing  quality  of  tone  which  is  denied  less  fortunate  players. 

The  influence  of  Francois  Tourte  and  his  work  on  modern  music  has  been  profound.  Indi- 
cative of  this,  we  have  but  to  quote  the  late  Theodore  Thomas,  celebrated  conductor,  who  wrote 
under  date  of  October  29th,  1903,  as  follows: 

"It  is  safe  to  say  that  without  the  Cremona  instruments  of  the  seventeenth  century, 
the  world  would  not  have  had  the  masterworks,  quartettes  and  symphonies  of  Haydn 
and  Mozart.  It  was,  in  particular,  Stradivari  who  created  a  tone  which  appealed  to  musi- 
cians, and  Francois  Tourte,  born  1747,  died  1835,  who  invented  a  bow  which  made  the 
modern  orchestra — with  all  its  shading  and  nuances — and  a  Beethoven,  possible.  Without 
these  instruments  and  the  Tourte  bow,  invented  over  a  century  later,  the  music  of  today 
would  have  been  developed  on  altogether  different  lines.  One  cannot  help  thinking  of  a 
quotation  from  'Pascal,'  that,  if  Cleopatra's  nose  had  been  shorter  the  world's  history  would 
have  been  different." — See  "The  Hawlev  Collection  of  Violins,"  1904.

Born  Mirecourt,  1798— Died  Paris,  1875 

Foremost  maker  of  his  time  of  Violins,  Violas,  'Cellos  and  Bows,  famous  expert  and  dealer  in 
rare  old  instruments.  He  attracted  to  his  working  force  the  best  bow  makers  of  his  time;  the  list 
includes  Dominique  Peccatte,  who  worked  with  him  from  1826  to  1837;  Francois  Nicolas  Voirin, 
who  worked  with  him  from  1855  to  1870.  Others  who  were  in  his  employ  included  the  names  of 
Henry,  Simon  and  Eury.  He  allowed  these  master  craftsmen  full  liberty  in  the  exercise  of  their 
own  individuality;  hence  we  find  in  one  Vuillaume  bow  the  unmistakable  hand  of  Peccatte,  and  in 
another  that  of  Voirin,  as  well  as  others  of  his  staff  whom  he  regarded  as  experts.  All  are  stamped 
with  Vuillaume's  name.  The  beautiful  tortoise-shell  and  gold  mounts,  as  well  as  those  of  ebony 
and  ivory  mounted  with  gold,  are  the  finest  work  of  the  period. 

Vuillaume  exercised  a  wide  influence  which  is  felt  even  to  the  present  day.  He  invented  a 
self-hairing  bow  with  special  frog  and  also  made  bows  of  shaped,  hollow  steel  tubing,  neither  of 
which  ever  obtained  popularity,  but  which  are  valued  as  curios.

This  celebrated  master,  whose  bows  rank  second  only  to  those  of  Francois  Tourte,  was 
apprenticed  to  J.  B.  Vuillaume  about  1826,  and  worked  for  him  until  about  1837.  He  then 
established  his  own  shop  and  worked  in  Paris  until  1847,  after  which  he  located  in  Mirecourt.  His 
bows  are  deservedly  popular,  and  quite  easily  recognized.  Those  produced  in  the  shop  of 
Vuillaume,  and  bearing  that  name,  also  are  readily  classified,  his  strong  heads  being  quite  different 
to  those  cut  by  other  famous  makers  who  also  worked  for  that  master.  He  made  no  use  of  any  brand  on 
his  bows,  as  did  his  brother  Frangois,  and  his  nephew  Charles,  who  stamped  their  sticks  PECCATTE.

John  Kew  Dodd,  London  (1752-1839),  is  considered  to  have  been  the  best  bow-maker  of  the 
family.  His  life  was  contemporary  with  that  of  Francois  Tourte;  he  has  been  called  the  "English 
Tourte"  by  various  fanciful  English  writers.  His  bows  are  strong  and  well  balanced.  The  style  of 
the  head  and  the  frog  are  distinctive  and  are  easily  identified.    His  bows  are  stamped  "DODD." 

He  was  the  oldest  son  of  Edward  (1705-1810),  renowned  as  a  bow-maker,  and  brother  of 
Thomas  (1786-1809),  who  also  produced  many  fine  bows,  as  well  as  instruments.

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VIOLIN  BOWS  by  NIKOLAUS  KITTEL 
of  ST.  PETERSBURG 

Period  1850-1880 

Far  from  Paris,  the  bow-making  centre  of  Europe,  there  worked  in  St.  Petersburg,  in  the  time 
of  the  old  regime,  from  approximately  1839-1870,  a  little-known  genius  named  Kittel. 

No  facts  concerning  his  work,  his  place  or  date  of  birth  have  been  recorded  by  any  English, 
French  or  German  author,  so  far  as  the  present  writer  has  been  able  to  learn.  The  late  Professor 
Leopold  Auer,  who  knew  him  personally,  on  several  occasions  discussed  the  subject  with  the 
writer,  but  was  unable  to  throw  any  light  on  the  interesting  question  of  his  early  training  or 
antecedents.  He  was  also  the  most  skillful  Violin  repairer  of  his  time  in  St.  Petersburg,  and  his 
shop  was  visited  by  all  the  leading  artists  of  the  day. 

He  is  called  the  "Russian  Tourte" — and  correctly  so,  for  the  high  quality  of  his  work  places 
him  in  a  class  with  Francois  Tourte,  Dominique  Peccatte,  Voirin,  and  other  great  French  and 
English  masters  of  the  art.  He  may  have  studied  in  Paris  shops — but  this  is  conjectural  only 
and  is  based  on  a  comparison  of  his  work  with  that  of  the  Parisian  makers. 

Fine  examples  of  his  work  are  veritable  gems.  Nothing  can  be  finer,  excepting  only  the  best  of 
Francois  Tourte's  bows.  His  tortoise-shell,  gold-trimmed  mounts  are  equalled  by  those  of  no 
other  maker  save  Tourte,  Peccatte  and  others  in  their  choicest  pieces. 

He  selected  Pernambuco  of  just  the  right  texture  for  strength  and  resiliency.  His  bows 
invariably  draw  a  large,  full,  voluminous  tone  and  none  are  finer  in  staccato,  spiccato  and  other 
forms  of  bowing. 

We  consider  ourselves  fortunate  indeed  in  having  in  our  collection  the  following  prime,  choice 
specimens  of  this  great  master's  best  work.

Leipzig,  1805-1871 

Ludwig  Bausch  was  the  most  distinguished  bow-maker  of  the  German  school.  He  was  a  pupil 
of  Johann  Benjamin  Fritzsche  in  Dresden  until  about  1822;  thereafter  he  settled  in  Dresden,  later 
changing  his  location,  and  travelling  to  Russia,  as  far  as  St.  Petersburg.  He  was  appointed  maker 
to  the  Court  of  Nassau.  In  1863  he  permanently  located  in  Leipzig,  where  his  business  was  continued 
by  his  sons  after  his  death.
